The toll of traffic deaths in the U. S. since the advent of the 


automobile climbed today toward the 1,000.000 mark. 


The count reached 999,850 at 9:45 a. m. C.S.T. 


Deaths in motor vehicle acci-

WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


The defense department has 
less than 200 glad tidings 
messages still to send out to 
families of America prisoners 
of war in Korea, but a glim- 
mer of hope remains for those 
who will not get one. 


The Pentagon announced last 


night it had sent telegrams to next 
of kin of 3,006 of the 3,198 men 
whose names were furnished by 
the Communists in Korea Tuesday. 


At the same time, however, the 


radio in the Red Chinese capital 
at Peiping continued to broadcast 
purported greetings from Allied 
prisoners to their home folks. Some 
names in the broadcasts were not 
on the lists handed over at truce 
negotiations. 


Names on Appeal 


It was recalled, too, that Rus- 


sia's United 
Nations 
delegate, 


Jacob Malik, several months ago 
produced a peace appeal .he said 
was from Americans captured in 
the Korean fighting. There were 
37 legible signatures and 27 of 
these names did not turn up on 
Tuesday's list In Korea early to- 
day, the United Nations command 
tackled this issue. A "stiffly word- 
ed" note to the Reds asked about 
some 1,000 Allied soldiers, Ameri- 
cans among them, whose name* 
were not listed. , 


The 192 names out of 3,198 re- 


maining to be tracked down at the 
Pentagon presented special prob- 
lems, mostly some confusion of 
identity. Military officials were un- 
able to say exactly how long it 
would take to complete checking 
on these.

At 
that time the entire lower floor 
was ablaze with flames shooting 
out the first floor bay windows." 


Called Firemen

lor ordered other departments in 
the area summoned. Firemen from 
Dixon, Oregon, Amboy, Ashton, 
Rock Falls and Mt. Morris re- 
sponded.

Traffic fatalities since Sept 13, 
1899. until 1932, are estimates, not 
actual figures. 


The traffic toll for 1951 is more 


than 36,000, an increase over the 
35.000 reported in 1950, and com- 
pares with the record 39,969 fatal- 
ities in 1941. 


Tabulates Findings 


The Associated Press is partici- 


pating in the final count for the 
1,000,000 mark with the National 
Safety council. The AP figures are 
being given to council statisticians 
in Chicago twice each day. The 
council tabulates them and works 
in what it terms a corrective fac- 
tor. This means the council will 
add a certain number of deaths, 
based on statistical experience, to 
cover the deaths which normally 
go unreported in any spot check. 


The council had adopted this me- 


thod as the only one by which the 
millionth defith can be reported on 
the day it occurs. 


South Dakota May Seek U. S. 
Aid as Snow Isolates Towns 


PIERRE, S. D.—(AP)—Gov. Sigurd Anderson said today he may 


call for federal aid if the snowbound situation in South Dakota 
becomes more critical. 


The state has been buffeted for more than two weeks by 


blizzards which have choked roads and isolated many ranches and 
small communities behind drifts as deep as 15 feet 
There are 26 


inches of snow on the level. 


Hardest hit are the villages of 


Keyahapa, Millmoro 
and Clear- 


field in Tripp county near the 
Nebraska border. These commu- 
nities with a total population of 
100, were isolated for two weeks 
because of blocked roads.

Once upon a time there was no Christmas. 
In the forest of Germany and Scandinavia, in the Druid 


.woods of Britain, our barbarian forefathers lived in grass- 
thatched huts, hunted the wild-beasts, fought, tribe against 
tribe, and sounded the praises of blood-thirsty pagan gods. 
At the time of the winter solstice they celebrated the return 
of the sun and the lengthening of the day with sacrifice and 
feasting.

But the culture of 


Hellas was not destroyed by the invader. Rather it was 
distorted by the flashing helmets and the shields of the 
Roman legions. 
Yet neither to the sages of Athens nor to 


the pompuous lords of Rome, had Christmas come, nor to 
the innumerable slaves who toiled by the sweat of their 
brow .to keep alive the ancient civilization.

In the little land where David once was king, prophets 


of the Lord had spoken words which gleamed not only with 
the borrowed light of human wisdom, but glowed with the 
divine spirit of Almighty God. Some of these foretold the 
coming of the "Prince of Peace," but how miserably few 
were they who "waited for the consolation of Israel." 


Then suddenly the "fullness of time -had come" and the 


"sun of righteousness arose!" 
The first beams of its 


glorious Jife-giving light did not fall upon the marble temples 
of Athens nor upon the defiant banners of Rome. The 
first Christmas was not celebrated in the palace of a king, 
but in a stable in Bethlehem, a city in one of the servile 
provinces of Augustus Caesar. When God sent His angel 
choir to earth, they did not sing to win the acclaim of the 
imperial critics of the City of Seven Hills, nor the approval 


of the priests of Jerusalem. No! they winged their way 


over a field where shepherds watched their sheep. To 
them, the;humblest among,God's children, the angels sang 
the first -Christmas hymn. 
The shepherds hastened to 


Bethlehem, and there, as the heavenly messengers had said, 
they found Mary and Joseph and the Babe lying in a 
manger. 
They knelt upon the straw 'and worshipped Him 


with the pure devotion of their humble hearts. That was 
the first "silent, holy night." Thus Christmas came for 
the first time to humankind. The new day had dawned— 
a day that shall know neither twilight nor setting sun. 
The Prince of Peace had come. 


"It came upon a midnight clear 
That glorious song of old, 
From angels bending near the earth, 
To touch their harps of gold." 


And so today, nearly two thousand years after, Christ- 


mas is with lis. Really, we have Christmas from New Year 
to New Year, but we feel impelled to commemorate, in some 
fitting manner, the day and hour of the rising of the "Sun 
of Righteousness," the birth of Christ, the "King of Love." 
He is with u* always, but on Christmas eve and morn we are 
faced with His reality, and we greet Him with more depth 
of feeling and adoration than at any other time. Let's 
listen and hear: 


"Peace on earth, good will to men, 
From heaven's all-gracious King; 
The world In solemn stillness lay 
To hear the angels sing."

In the "solemn stillness' of Christmas eve, let us listen, 


to "that glorious song of old, which still like heavenly music 
floats, o'er all the weary world." lone Sikes has suggested 
that "Christmas season may be a time of great hurry, con- 
fusion and too many things to do, or it may be a season of 
simple preparation, with plenty of time for some of the 
wonderful Christmas legends and carols, and with a growing 
love for the Bible stories of the Nativity."

Another has suggested, "If as Herod we fill our lives 


with things and the, power of things; if ,we consider our- 
selves so important that we must fill every moment of our 
lives with action; when will we have time to take the long 
slow journey across the sandy desert as did the Magi; or 
to sit and watch the stars as did the shepherds; or to brood 
over the Child as did Mary? For each one of us there ia 
a desert to travel, a star to discover, and a being within 
ourselves to bring to life."

Christmas this year. Let us celebrate Christ's birthday 
with our children and with our friends, wisely planning and 
and joyfully sharing. Not only giving gifts to one another, 
from whom we also receive gifts in kind, but wholeheartedly 
giving to the world's less fortunate. 
Yes, giving to God, 


ourselves, in loving, faithful service, for He so loved us that 
He gave His only begotten Son. He gave his life that we 
might have a more abundant life. "Did He not also freely 
give ua all things?"

of Peace." Let "the government be upon His shoulders."

BARCELONA—(NEA)—Spain is still the tourist's 


best bet in Europe. With the official exchange rate at 
just under 40 pesetas to the U. S. dollar, and the black 
market rate much better, money will go far. 


A big double room and bath at the Ritz here costs 


$4.40 a night. Best rooms in Madrid, with linen sheets, 
are $8 and $10. Rate* at the official government inns 
are from $1 to $2 a night 


Second-class hotels without the conveniences are 


less. Food in Barcelona is higher than other parts of 
Spain, but the average table d'hote luncheon or dinner, 
with three courses and dessert, is $1.15. 


Theater tickets are $1, but bull fights get up to $20. 


A big filet mignon in Toledo was 75 cents. Five pesetas 
—12% cents—is an average tip and will get you service 
with a smile. 
For those who can take it, Mediterranean seafood of- 


fer* some rare adventures in eating. You start with 
French fried minnows, tails, heads, black eyes and all. 


You go from there to baby clams about the size of 


your finger nail. Baby octopus in the soup or snails in 
the rice are the next step. Then eels. When you can 
eat octopus cooked in its own ink—then you're a real 
Spaniard.

Freeze the Pack and Win 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 
Written for NBA Service 


"Please tell us the correct play 


in this situation," requests a Cin- 
cinnati reader. "Both sides needed 
120 points for the first meld, and 
the pack built up to a very lus- 
cious height before anything hap- 
pened. 


"Finally, the player at my right 


melded the following cards from 
his hand: K-K-K-Joker Q-Q-2. 


"He discarded a six, which was 


quite safe, since everybody had 
been throwing them. The six was 
certainly no good to me, so I drew 
form the stock pile and then held: 
A-A K-K-K Q J-J 4-4 2-2. 


"What is my best discard? I 


can't throw s, king or queen, of 
course. If I throw an ace, jack, or 
four, I may give the pack away. 
If I throw a deuce, I give up the 
count. Assuming the aces, jacks, 
and four are about equally un- 
safe, what is my best choice ?" 


The best course is to discard a 


deuce, freezing the pack. This 
does not entirely give up the 
count, but it would be correct play 
even if it did. As it happens, how- 
ever, you will still be able to pick 
up the pack if the right hand op- 
ponent discards an ace or jack. 


This is comparatively unimpor- 


tant, because you will probably 
have to begin discarding 
your 


kings very soon, and then your 
count may disappear for a long 
time. This is too bad, but it cannot 
be. helped. Your first duty is to 
defend a really large pack. 


You will probably be able to 


find safe discards for the next five 
plays in the deuce, the three kings, 
and perhaps the queen. By that 
tune, you may have new safe dis- 
cards, and you may have improved 
your hand with a joker, another 
ace or something of that sort. 


You have a chance to win the 


pack from the right hand oppo- 
nent, who has only four cards in 
his hand. Perhaps your partner 
will win the pack. Or perhaps the 
opponents will go out quickly 
without winning the />ack. 


There are many possibilities, but 


your best chance to come out of 
this with a whole skin is to freeze 
the pack at once rather than make 
a dangerous discard.

iVetu Golf Rules Announced; 
Care to Play 18 Holes Today? 


NEW YORK—(AP)—Golfers with a yen to travel 


may go anywhere en earth after Jan. 1 without fear of 
running afoul rules with which they are not familiar. 


On that date the uniform code, worked out last May 


by representatives of the United States Golf association 
and the Royal and Ancient Golf club of St. Andrews, 
Scotland, go into effect. * » • 


The change which undoubtedly will be of major in- 


terest to most golfers is the abolitions of the stymie. 
Henceforth, when a player believes an opponent's ball to 
be in the line of his putt he may request that it be marked 
and lifted, no matter what the distance between the two 
balls. 


The new code also will permit use of the smaller 


British ball in international competitions in the United 
States, and it standardizes the penalty for out-of-bounds, 
lost balls and unplayable balls. The penalty will be stroke 
and distance in all countries, instead of only distance, as 
provided in Britain the last two years. 
* * • 


Trick putters get a break in the new code. The 


Royal and Ancient rules insisted that the shaft of a put- 
ter must enter at the heel, or end, of the blade. The new 
rule permits the shaft to be fixed at any point on the 
blade. 


Another change prohibits all practice strokes on 


a round, including retrying putts after holing out The 
penalty for violation in medal play will be two strokes.

Averill, 28, had stopped to put 


chains on his panel truck while 
driving over Berthoud Pass when 
the slide hit 


"I didn't see it I didn't hear it 


I was standing there and sudden- 
ly something 
hit me," 
Averill 


said. 


"All I knew was that it was 


black and I was rolling. I couldn't 
imagine why the truck wasn't on 
top of me." 


Witnesses told the state patrol 


the slide spun the truck around 
and pushed it and the driver, side 
by side, off the road and 30 feet 
down a slope. 


An unidentified truck 
driver 


who witnessed the slide, started 
hunting immediately in the 40- 
foot wide path of the slide. 
It 


took him 10 minutes to spot Av- 
erill's arm. 


The truck driver started dig- 


ging through the two to three 
feet of snow covering Averill. 


Averill said he had a hard time 


breathing and couldn't move any- 
thing but the one arm. 


"My only thought was: This is 


ft. I didn't know what I had 
done to deserve it, but I knew 
thin i« it Later when I was told 
I was under for 10 minutes, I told 
them it Beemed like a year, and it 
did."
